Maria Kip Orphanage

The Social Service Department of the Diocese, by 
its vice-chairman, has made an investigation of the 
Maria Kip Orphanage and presents the following re- 
ane in support of the appeal for a special offering 

rom the people of the Diocese on Maundy Thursday. 
The home is located at 720 Forty-first avenue, San 
Francisco, in a house owned by the Community of the 
Sisters of St. Saviour, who also conduct the institution, 
assisted in the management by the Board of Managers 
of the Maria Kip Orphanage, Mrs. L. B. Ridgely, 
president. 

The house has light and airy dormitories to accom- 
modate twenty-five girls and is tastefully furnished. 
There is a large recreation room, with the chapel ad- 
joining; a dining room and adequate kitchen, all im- 
pressively clean and comfortable. There is also a garden 
and playground, with a separate playhouse. One room 
is set aside as an isolation ward for sick children. 

The institution is financed by the interest on the 
endowment, about $500 3 month, and small contri- 
butions by the parents of eight girls plus $10 a month 
from a public agency which has assigned one of its 
wards to the orphanage. Other income to make up the 
budget of about $800 must be derived from Sy of 
the people or by drawing upon the principal. The Sis- 
ters of St. Saviour contribute the equivalent of $50 a 
month in service, together with the house and equi 
men. A recreation director, required by law, is paid 
$50 a month. A visiting physician receives a very rea- 
sonable stipend. The board of managers assumes the 
expense of taxes and general upkeep of the property. 
To the House of Churchwomen the board of managers 
repens that the food budget is 61 cents per child per 


There are at present nineteen girls in the orphanage. 
Two of these are full orphans and the rest are from 
broken homes. Girls are admitted at ages varying froin 
six to fourteen years and are kept until they are from 
sixteen to eighteen years old. No problem children are 
received. The girls attend public school and assist In 
the dining room and in the care of their own dormi- 
tories. There is no requirement as to church connec- 
tion but the girls attend morning and evening prayer 
daily and receive instruction in religion. There is now 
room in the home for five more girls. 


The visitor to St. Saviour’s House is impressed with 
the physical and spiritual wholesomeness of its at- 
mosphere and will have no hesitancy in recommending 
the orphanage to the generous consideration of the 
people of the Diocese. For further information about 
the home see the Report of the House of Church- 
women for 1936, pages 38-41.

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CATHEDRAL NOTES 


Dedication of Structural Parts of Cathedral 


On Thursday afternoon, March 12, a dedication 
service was held in the Cathedral with the Bishop, 
Dean and Cathedral clergy present, together with the 
choristers of the Cathedral choir. After several me- 
morial objects and their donors were designated by 
the Dean, the Bishop led clergy and congregation first 
to the south transept and then to the north, where 
the office of dedication was rendered. The following 
is descriptive of the designated memorials: 


The choir of the Cathedral having been constituted 
a memorial for Bishop Nichols, the chapter decided 
to have the south transept dedicated as a memorial 
ifornia, William Ingraham 
Kip. 

The late Mr. - oy Mills, his son and daughters, 
having made a nobly generous contribution to build- 
ing of the Cathedral but having made no special re- 
quest as regards a memorial, the chapter has felt it 
is appropriate to dedicate as a Mills memorial the 
north transept of the Cathedral. This is the more ap- 
propriate because already in the north transept 1s 
the window given by Mrs. Whitelaw Reid in memory 
of her beloved brother. : 


For the same reason the chapter has determined 
to dedicate as the Monteagle column one of the piers 
sapperting the crossing. Mr. Louis F. Monteagle, 
still a member of the chapter, and his late wife, 
Lydia Paige Monteagle, were from the beginning 
among those most interested in building the Cathe- 
dral and contributed not only money with noble gen- 
erosity but also time and thought. The chapter has 
felt that no part of the structure could be more ap- 
propriate than one of the great columns supporting 
the crossing. Owing to the absence from San Fran- 
cisco of members of the family this benediction ts 
deferred to a later date. 


Mrs. Silas Palmer, with her generous contribution 
to building of the Cathedral, has asked that one of 
the columns be dedicated in memory of her father, 
the late Charles Holbrook, himself one of the builders 
of San Francisco and one of its most honored citi- 
zens.

The Rev. William L. Wood, professor at the Episco- 
pal Theological School in Cambridge, was killed by 
an automobile while crossing the street in January. 
Mr. Wood was for some years rector of St. John’s,

regarded with affection and admiration by innumer- 
able friends here on account of his fine Christian life. 


During the last few years he had become very closel 
identified with the Oxford Groups. His many frien 
here will be interested in the following extracts from 
a friend’s writing in the Oxford Groups eed and 
from a memorial sermon by the Rev. Dr. Kinsolving 
at Trinity Church, Boston. 

(From the Oxford Groups “Witness”) 


“His thoughts and actions were not imitative but 
truly guided and tested by a real experience of Christ. 
He had an extraordinary gift for putting into simple, 
fresh, understandable form great spiritual

which others feel but be unable to express. He could 
make old truths shine with new lustre. 

“Under his spur and stir many got in under bur- 
dens that once baffled and balked them and with 
courage, cheer and effect carried on. To him they owe 
their first and present peace. That is where he pitched 
his tent. That is his great memory and monument. 
And no enduring monument can built upon the 
foundation stones of self-seeking and its glorification, 
for such lives leave men, no matter what the harvest 
may be, with a sense of emptiness, forsakenness and 
loneliness. But he found that peace that passeth all 
understanding, not in the hope of getting but in the 
power of giving. 

“The note of the funeral service was not death but 
resurrection. The church was crowded at the final 
services, in which the congregation co-operated—evi- 
dence, the most eloquent of all, of respect and affec- 
tion for the dead. The spirit of the service was that 
not of a closed book but simply of a closed chapter, 
not of defeat but of triumph, a renaissance and a vic- 
tory, as it should be. Too often grief, upon analysis, 
is self-centered and unreligious—too often remember- 
ing its own loss and forgetting the gain of those who 
have gone on.” 


(From Dr. Kinsolving’s sermon) 


“Professor Wood was one of the most attractive 
of personalities. Tall of figure, real distinction about 
him, a man whose daily work called him to contem- 
plate the deep things of philosophy and theology and 
yet he was as simple and naive as a child, a bundle 
of original temperamental energies and quite a few 
idiosyncrasies. Part of his charm, he was utterly un- 
terrified by his own eccentricities, ever delightful and 
whimsical himself. 

“Without disparaging the truth one could hardly 
call him efficient but this seems to be a useful key to 
his character. Most of us spend our first attention 
trying to be efficient, perhaps because we are in daily 
fear of being found inefficient. Of such anxiety Mr. 
Wood was entirely devoid. The quality of his life was 
achieved by the fact that his first attention, his most 
genuine attention, was ever given to the things of 
inner meaning which are really so much more impor- 
tant than many of the things that demand our first 
attention and he was quite willing at all times to pay 
the price of his inefficiency. 

“Though one always felt with him a profound 
sense of his devotion to his calling, one could never 
detect in him a mark of the clerical, professional 
class. There was nothing at all professional about 
him. His piety was not sanctimonious or unctious; 
that was part of the answer, he was so gay, why he 
made religion so attractive and so wholesome. There 
was about him a complete unworldliness; modernity 
entirely preres him by; he moved through the world 
with such detachment he hardly seemed to make con- 
nection or to notice the outside world. He was living 
in a world within. 

“He was a shy and modest man and yet Mr. Wood 
was a man of great moral courage. We invariably 
admire moral courage, except perhaps when it gets 
in our way; when it crosses our path sometimes it 
nettles and provokes us. Mr. Wood’s courage in re- 
cent years displayed itself in exactly the area calcu- 
lated most to alienate some of his friends. 


“Correlative with his tenderness of human rela- 
tions there was a growth and expansion of his vision. 
Fixing his attention on the new book on the desk in 
my study, ‘Freedom in the Modern World,’ by John 
MacMurray, particularly the passage in which it is 
suggested how this situation has come about, that the 
communistic side of the world, which is making this 
grim attempt to tear the people away from their be- 
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lief in God, was attacking not the true God but an un- 
reality, attacking the church that they felt did not 
adequately represent God, but the gospel was much 
greater than our representation of it, Mr. Wood rose 
to 0 gem: what he thought, that the task of the 
church was to communicate a true Christlike picture 
to the world, his vision speaking to all man- 
ind. 

“Sometimes a life like this reveals our fault to us 
as efficiency in life and lack of those few things that 
our Lord is searching us to find. This life we have 
been considering this morning was growing so nearly 
like the life of Christ he was putting on the Lord 
Jesus until one could see in him the tenderness of 
the Master, the Master’s compassion, the Master’s 
loneliness, the Master’s care, the Master’s joy, the 
Master’s warfare, the Master’s courage and, yes, the 
Master’s victory. 


“You and I have the same stuff, the same raw ma- 
terial out of which to weave the fibre of our life, the 
same difficulties, the same routines, the same disap- 
pointments but it is important that while we have 
time we accent those same things, that we too, with 
him, may go to that city that hath foundations, 
whose builder up and maker is God.” 


East Bay Committees on Church Locations 


Dean J. Henry Thomas of the Convocation of Oak- 
land has sent out the following communication out- 
lining a proposed survey of population trends and so 
forth in the East Bay district, with a view of adapt- 
ing the work of the Church to the growing needs: 


There are important population trends taking place 


in the Convocation of Oakland. These may require’ 


re-alignments and re-adjustments in regard to: First, 
Church locations and neighborhood; second, Church 
Schools and (third) probably the setting up of Church 
Schools by mail in our convocational boundaries. To 
that end I am appointing three committees to deal 
energetically and thoroughly with the pressing situa- 
tions arising. If these committees are to really be 
successful in their work they will need the courteous 
and impartial viewpoint of every one of us. That 
they might the better have it, I am going to the per- 
sonal trouble and expense of sending full copies to 
every priest and deacon active in the Convocation. 


It is our high hope that the May Convocation will 
be largely devoted to the vital matters for the future 
of the Church with which these committees will have 
to do. Perhaps I might add that the Bishop is in 
full accord with these procedures and is counting on 
the loyal co-operation of every one of us in giving of 
our time and talents in these several matters to for- 
ward the Kingdom of God. In each case the chairman 
of the committee is expected to round out his mem- 
bership, co-operate with others and to secure the ac- 
tive advice and counsel of Miss Bakewell, chairman 
of the House of Churchwomen; Mrs. L. C. Lance and 
Mrs. Robert K. Vickery of the Woman’s Auxiliary; 
ong Charles Endriss, the chairman of the Men’s 
Clubs.

“Progressing with the Forward Movement” has 
been chosen as the theme of the annual Diocesan Sum- 
mer Conference to be held this year at Asilomar from 
June 21 to 27. The outstanding feature of the confer- 
ence will be a series of evening lectures on the For- 
ward Movement by a recognized leader of the National 
Church. Other courses, subject to some change, will 
be offered as follows: 


Bishop Parsons will lecture during the first hour of 
the morning on “Practical Christian Living and the 
Forward Movement.” Elliot Van N. Diller, Ph. D., 
church assistant for student work at Stanford Univer- 
sity, will give a course on “Religious Thought in These 
Times.” ‘The Rev. Harold S. Brewster, rector of St. 
James Church, San Francisco, will conduct a seminar 
on “Social Democracy and the Preaching of Jesus,” 
basing the discussions on the “Sermon on the Mount.” 
In addition, there will be a clergy conference led by 
the evening lecturer; a young people’s program, pre- 
pared by the Council of the House of Young Church- 
men; and a course in the missions, prepared by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary to the National Council. 


In the evening the Rev. Henry P. Veazie, former 
cantor of the Cathedral of St. John the Divine in New 
York City and now rector of St. Francis Church, San 
Francisco, will lead a unique course on the subject 
“Forward in Church Music.” 


The daily program at Asilomar will begin in the 
morning with the celebration of the Holy Communion. 
The entire morning will be devoted to classes, while 
the afternoon will be left free for recreation. The day 
will close with the evening lecture, music, assemblies 
and get-togethers. 


The cost of the conference will be the same as last 
year and will be as follows:
